B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows :

4. This Bill may be briefly cited as the Life and Property 10 
(Ireland) Bill, 1880. 

5 This Bill shall come into force immediately on the passing 
thereof, and shall continue in force until the twenty-nmth day of 
September one thousand eight hundred and eighty-one.
